Figl, Austria's 
First Postwar 
Chief, Dies At 62 


VIENNA, 
Austria 
CAP) - 


Leopold Figl, one of the engi- 
neers of Austrian independence 
and its first chancellor after 
World War II, died Sunday at 
62. 


He had been suffering with 


kidney cancer and came down 
with pneumonia after attending 
open-air festivities on the 20th 
anniversary, April 26, of the 
nation's 
declaration of 
inde- 


pendence. 


Figl served as chancellor — 


prime minister — from 1945 to 
1953, when he became 
foreign 


minister. 


He was born Oct. 20, 1902, at 


his family's 400-year-old estate 
in the town of Rust, one of nine 
children of a wine grower. 


A graduate of Vienna Univer- 


sity in agriculture, Figl rose in 
the Agrarian Union party and 
was its chairman in the prov- 
ince of Lower Austria when 
Nazi 
Germany

He was sent to Dachau con- 


centration camp and after a 
brief spell of freedom in 1943 
was rearrested and sent to a 
concentration camp at Flossen- 
burg. He became active in the 
camp's underground 
and was 


brought to Vienna in 1944 to 
stand trial on charges of treason 
and sabotage. But the victorious 
Allies saved him from a Gesta- 
po gallows.

Carole Tyler, the beautiful Cap- 
itol Hill secretary called as a 
witness in the Bobby Baker in- 
vestigation, was killed Sunday 
in a plane crash near Baker's 
oceanside motel here.

worked during and after the 
sensational Senate injuiry into 
lis tangled business ventures, 
rushed to the scene after hear- 
ing first reports of the crash.

ler's roommate at the motel and 
others, he confirmed she was 
aboard the plane. He said she 
had arrived in Ocean City two 
days ago to do some-work for 
itm. 


"This is a -tragedy," he said,

U.S. Navy has started evacuat- 
ing a band of research scien- 
tists whose four-year stay on 
an arctic ice floe was halted 
by the "ground" melting from 
under them. 


Called Arlis II, the ice island 


has begun to move southward 
out of the Arctic basin. It is 
now 200 miles north of Iceland, 
but by summer it would be in a 
climate warm enough to melt 
the huge floe entirely. 


Rather than wait for 
the 


breakup, the Coast Guard cut- 
ler "Edisto" was sent to take 
off the 19 American and Japa- 
nese scientists. 


Just getting 'there was no 


mean feat for the Edisto, the 
Navy said. Battering its way 
through pack ice, the going was 
so tough that dynamite had to 
be used at times to free the 
ship. 


The scientists boarded the is- 


land in 1961. Since 
then the 


floe has traveled an estimated 
5,000 miles. The maximum tem- 
perature in the summer was 32 
degrees. The winters were se- 
vere enough to prevent any se- 
rious breaking up. 


But when the floe took a sur- 


prising southward turn, the Na- 
vy said, it was decided the 
men should leave. 


Two miles long, the ice floe 


has been home to the scientists. 
Their job was to provide me- 
teorological information as well 
as geophysical reports on the 
Arctic.

The Senate Interior and Insular Affairs 


Committee will hold hearings Wednesday on 
major policy questions involved in any leasing 
of 11,000 square miles of rich publicly owned 
oil-shale lands in the West. For the past 35 years 
these public lands have been closed to leasing 
under a. 1930 executive order by President 
Hoover to hold the lands in reserve until a com- 
mercially competitive way was found to extract 
the oil. 


Oil companies now are showing a heightened 


interest in oil-shale development in the three 
affected states—Colorado, Utah and Wyoming. 
The six - man Interior Department Advisory 
Board on Oil Shale is evenly divided on the issue, 
and the Interior Department has not yet taken 
an official stand. Most members of Congress 
from the three states favor commercial leasing 
of the oil-shale beds. 


The controversy may seem somewhat pre- 


mature because there never has been a techno- 
logical breakthrough that would make shale oil 
competitive with oil obtained from wells. Inten- 
sive development of an oil-shale industry is 
generally conceded to be years away. But the 
16,000 square miles of oil-shale deposits does 
represent the largest-known concentration of 
hydrocarbons in the world. For such a prize, the 
special interests begin jockeying early.

LBJ Believes In Continuity 


The "liberals" — and the word should be in quotes, 


all right—have turned savagely on President Lyndon 
Johnson for instituting what they insist is a totally new 
doctrine in relation to nipping Communist subversion or 
protecting U. S. citizens in Latin American countries. 
According to these "liberals," the so-cailed "Johnson 
Doctrine," as applied to the Dominican crisis, is in 
flagrant violation of everything that had been built up 
since the creation of the Organization of American 
Stales supposedly turned the Monroe Doctrine into an 
anachronism. But what short memories the "liberals" 
have. The truth is that the "Johnson Doctrine" was 
also the "Eisenhower Doctrine" and the "Kennedy Doc- 
trine." 


Just think back for a moment to the month of 


May in 1958. Vice President Richard Nixon was 
then in the midst of an eighteen-day tour of eight 
South American Republics. The Communists, work- 
Ing both openly and behind the scenes, had organiz- 
ed demonstrations against Nixon, which became 
particularly ugly in Peru and In Venezuela. To 
counter the threat to Nixon's person, Eisenhower 
ordered U. S. paratroopers into the Caribbean area. 
True enough, they were set down at forward stations 
that were, as' Eisenhower put it.J'well within the 
American zone." But they were there in full antici- 
pation they might be needed in Venezuela itself If 
Nixon had gotten into real trouble. 


The "Eisenhower Doctrine" vis-a-vis Communist 


tampering in Latin America had a definitive workout 
in Guatemala as early as 1954. The "liberals" have 
either forgotten or do not care to talk about the story 
of Jack Peurifoy, Ike's Ambassador to Guatemala, 'who 
helped engineer the overthrow of the government of 
President Jacobo Arbenz, who had gone over to the 
Reds. Peurifoy's adviser in.this business of ousting 
Arbenz was none other than Thomas Mann, who has 
been Lyndon Johnson's right-hand man on Latin Amer- 
ica from the start. In 1954, as now, the "liberals" yelled 
"imperialism" because of the Peurifoy-Mann complicity 
in ridding Guatemala of a "trail run" version of Castro- 
ism which actually had Castro's own "Che" Guevara 
working hard for it. On the subject of the U. S. role in 
ousting Arbenz, Peurifoy never indulged in any double- 
talk. "People are complaining that I was forty-five min- 
utes off schedule," he said when the job of mastermind- 
ing the Guatemala revolt against Arbenz had been com- 
pleted. 


Coming on down to the end of the Eisenhower 


years, the Bay of Pigs invasion plan was already in 
the works at the time when Nixon and Jack Ken- 
nedy were carrying on their Presidential campaign 
debates in the autumn of I960. When Kennedy pub- 
licly accused the Eisenhower-Nixon Administration 
of a "do-nothing" policy in relation to FideJ Castro, 
Nixon could not reply for fear of tipping Castro off 
to the secret that the CIA and the Pentagon were 
cooking up a surprise party for him on the Cuba 
beaches. The point here is that Jack Kennedy, when 
he took office, did not call off the attempted Bay of 
Pigs application of the "Eisenhower Doctrine" that 
Red governments have no place hi (he Western 
Hemisphere. The Bay of Pigs failed because the 


\ 
U.S. did not use enough air cover follow-through to 
back up the original invasion by Hie Cuban anti- 
Cactroites, but the mistake was out et means, not 
one of intent. 


Even as late as April of 1963 the Kennedy Adminis- 


tration was following the lines laid down in the Eisen- 
hower years. In giving recognition to a new military 
government in Guatemala, the U.S., speaking through 
Assistant Secretary of State Edwin Martin, told Latin 
Americans that the hackneyed terms, "self-determina- 
tion" and "non-intervention," should not be permitted 
to threaten hemisphere security or bring "Castor-Com- 
munist" governments into being. 


So, when Lyndon Johnson sent U.S. Marines into 


the Dominican Republic to forestall a Castroite disaster 
it was the "can do" man's way of signifying that the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy Doctrines \veru still in effect

Johnson's Interest In Building Dams

WASHINGTON -

Britain Defends Her Historic Role As A Power 


LONDON—The interesting thing 


that has happened in London is 
not easy to pin down. One way to 
put R is that despite the "Little 
England" tendencies of the Brit- 
ish left, Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson has firmly, almost angrily 
refused the role of another, some- 
what larger Sweden or Holland. 


This was the real meaning of 


the decision not to devalue the 
pound when it would have been 
easy to do so. Even among the 
Prime Minister's closest advisors 
there were some, like Nicholas 
Kaldor and the treasury expert, 
Robert Neild, who wanted to de- 
value and blame the Tories. 


But within a matter of hours 


after the election, Wilson and his 
chancellor 
of 
the 
exchequer, 


James Callaghan, had made it 
brutally clear to a!l and sundry 
that they would stop at nothing to 
avert devaluation. This is still 
their rather grimly fixed purpose. 


If the need arises, they say « 


quite frankly, they will call in 
Britain's privately held overseas 
assets, still amounting to a great 
many billions of dollars, in order 
to rebuild the reserves. But they 
do not expect this need to arise. 
Already 
this central decision 


made by the new Prime Minister 
has had one very striking conse- 
quence. Because of the American 
role during the heavy attack on 
sterling that occurred after the 
Labor government took office, re- 
lations'

Washington are closer now than 
they have been in a good many 
years. 


The strongest links, as in the 


past, are shared 
memories

SPYING—.Congress .is up in 


arms over a long-standing prac- 
tice of the Post Office Depart- 
ment of spying on its employes 
in the bigger post offices.

A 
beginning has already been made 
on. the railways, which are a 
great stronghold of featherbed- 
ding. 


No one can tell whether these 


bold purposes will be realized in 
the end. The Labor government 
is now working on a cruelly nar- 
row margin.
